London, June 2 7 (¿ P)—Great 
Britain was understood in well- 
informed quarters this ev ening 
to hav e refused to commit her­ 
self to a new European gold bloc 
scheme 
under 
which British 
a n d 
continental 
currencies 
would be stabilized irrespectiv e 
of the desires of the United 
States. 
In responsible British circles 
this mov e, headed by France, 
was described as an effort to 
split England and America so 
that they would be unable to 
deal independently on stabiliza­ 
tion. 
England, it was stated, wants to 
keep her hands free so that she 
can deal directly with America 
on stabilization when the proper 
time comes. 
Britain’s position at the mo­ 
ment, therefore, is that she is 
sitting tight. Meanwhile 
gold 
bloc backers were meeting again 
late in the day to consider what 


new mov e they could make to 
force stabilization. 
Representativ es of the central 
banks of France, Switzerland, 
Holland and Belgium met se­ 
cretly to perfect plans which in­ 
v olv e forcing Great Britain to 
stabilize along with continental 
countries. 
From this meeting came a dec­ 
laration by one of the conferees 
that gold would be defended to 
the last ditch. 
Many observ ers ex pressed the 
opinion that this scheme is, in 
effect, a challenge to President 
Roosev elt’s 
price-raising 
pro­ 
gram which the gold bloc mem­ 
bers maintained would force a 
depreciation of their currencies 
and would be disastrous. 
The 
bankers 
decided 
this 
morning to ask the Bank of Eng­ 
land to make a declaration to 
the effect that it would not be 
in Great Britain’s interest to see 
continental currencies depreci­ 
ated. 
Meanwhile, the British were 
sitting tight regarding their at­ 
titude, but it was learned that a 
representativ e of the Bank of 
England

morning with Leon Frazer, presi­ 
dent of the bank for internation­ 
al settlements. 
The situation simmered down 
to this, according to well-in­ 
formed conference circles: Suc­ 
cess or failure of the gold bloc 
program depended on Great Bri­ 
tain’s decision.

O ne of the reasons w hy A m erica alw ays cam e 
ou t of its 19 th centu ry dep ressions so com p letely 
w as t ha t it alw ays ha d a frontier aw aiting d e ­ 
velop m ent. W hen ind u strial sta gna tion in the 
e a st ha d reac hed a c e rta in p oint, the cou ntry 
cou ld tu r n west, roll u p its sleeves a n d p roceed 
to p u ll a nothe r section of the frontier into the 
fold; a nd before it got throu gh it discovered tha t 
the dep ression w as gone. 
No one needs to be told today tha t tne old 
frontie r is no m ore. We ha ve n't any vast u nd e ­ 
velop ed sp aces along the w estern horizon any 
longer; none, a t least, tha t we can u se ju st now. 
B u t we have a new frontier these days, if we 
only stop to recognize it, a nd it c a n serve u s to­ 
day p recisely as the old w estern frontier servec 
u s a genera tion or two ago. 
O u r new frontier is less tangible tha n the old 
ones, a nd you w on’t find it on any m ap . It in­ 
clu des p ractically all of ind u stry and nearly all 
of agricu ltu re. T he p ioneers who are attack ing 
it are the w ork ers, the farm e rs and the bu siness 
m en of the U nited S tates; the ir m a p 
still a bit 
rou gh a nd u ncertain, in sp ots—is the com bined 
ind u stria l recovery a nd fa rm relief p rogram . 
I t isn’t ju st a figu re of sp eech to say tha t all 
of this sta nd s as a new frontier. 
T he old, p hysical frontier rep resented an ob ­ 
stacle to be conqu ered, new p a ths to be fou nd, 
jobs to be filled, d a ring decisions to be m ade - 
w ith a new sp ace in w hich m e n and w om en 
cou ld establish hom es, b ring u p children and 
hu nt for hap p iness as the prize. 
T his new frontier rep resents exactly the sam e 


thing. 
I t is a challenge, ju st as the old one was, to 
ou r daring, ou r ingenu ity a nd ou r end u rance. 
Beyond it the re lies nothing less tha n a new ol ­ 
d er of living w aiting to be exp loited. T he p ossi­ 
bilities are as u nlim ited as any tha t an eaily 
p ioneer saw w hen he clim bed an u nexp lored 
m ou nta in p eak a nd look ed oft to the west.
